Proper Auto Springs. - 


Hard riding may l?e due to sevci al 


conditions that have not come to the 
attention of the car or truck owner. 
It may be that a leaf has broken and 
that the spring is functioning on the 
remaining leaves only, or perhaps it 
has sagged, or settled. One of the mosl 
important and 
common causes ol 


hard riding is the "lack of sufficient 
lubrication between the leaves of the 
spring- The accumulation of rust will 
bind the leaves together and pre- 
vent proper deflection. The result is 
similar to that which would-be ob- 
tained if a solid mass of steel were 
used. The right amount of lubrica- 
tion will permit the,free movement of 
the leaves as they expand from de- 
flection. Entirely too much lubrica- 
tion on the other hand
